DETAILED ACTION 

This responds to Applicant's Arguments/Remarks filed 04/02/2009. Claims 1-3 
stand cancelled and Claims 4-12 are newly cancelled. Claims 13-16 are now pending 
in this application. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
04/02/2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 13-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither anticipates nor renders obvious Applicant's claimed invention wherein in 
combination with the other claim limitations there is a front display device disposed in 
front of the variable display device, wherein the front display device includes a liquid 
crystal display panel through which the variable display device is seen; a light guiding 
plate for guiding light emitted from a first light source to the liquid crystal display panel, 
which is disposed between the variable display device and the liquid crystal display

panel and has at least one first opening allowing the symbols variably displayed in the 
variable display device to be observed; a rear holder which is disposed between the 
variable display device and the light guiding plate, and reflects the light emitted on the 
light guiding plate to the side of the liquid crystal display panel, the rear holder has at 
least one second opening allowing the symbols variably displayed in the variable 
display device to be observed, the rear holder comprises a recessed marginal portion to 
which an antistatic sheet covering the second opening is adhered with a double-sided 
adhesive tape; and a second light source which is provided between the rear holder and 
the variable display device.
